One  interesting  point  mentioned  by  Black,  in  connection  with  the  use  of 
surnames,  reads  as  follows:  "The  use  of  fixed  surnames  or  descriptive  names 
Qappears  to  have  commenced  in  France  about  the  year  1000*,  and  such  names  were 
^introduced  into  Scotland  through  the  Normans  a  little  over  100  years  later, 
though  the  custom  of  using  them  was  by  no  means  common  for  many  years  after¬ 
ward*" 

Another  statement  by  Black  tends  to  account  for  variations  in  the  spell¬ 
ing  of  surnames  today.  He  wrote:  "During  the  Middle  Ages  the  knowledge  of 
the  art  of  writing  was  confined  largely  to  churchmen  and  when  they  had  occa¬ 
sion  to  record  a  surname  there  was  no  fixed  rule  of  orthography  to  guide  them. 
They  therefore  wroted  down  the  names,  especially  such  as  were  unfamiliar  to 
them,  in  forms  suggested  by  the  sounds," 

There  are  in  existance  today  approximately  sixty  different  spellings  of 
our  name.  A  majority  of  them,  however,  differ  only  slightly  from  the  four 
forms  most  frequently  used  :  BLAYLOCK;  BLALOCK;  BLAKEL0CK;  and  BLACKLOCK. 

That  our  surname  has  been  in  existance  for  several  centuries  is  attested 
by  references  in  the  article  previously  cited.  Mention  was  made  there  of  a 
William  Blacklock,  a  Chaplain  in  the  Monastery  at  Dunfermlyne,  who  appeared 
as  a  Charter  witness  in  IU83.  The  most  prominent  of  the  name  was  Dr.  Thomas 
Blacklock,  born  in  1721  and  died  in  1791,  who  was  an  early  friend  of  the 
poet  Bums.  Black  states  that  our  surname  was  a  familiar  Cumberland  name; 

<£  meaning  "one  with  black  hair",  which  in  Old  English  would  be  "Blaec  loce." 

One  form  of  spelling  the  name,  Blayloc,  has  been  suggested  as  coming  from 
Old  English;  blae  meaning  livid  or  lead-colored  hair,  but  the  name  may  perhaps 
be  of  local  origin.  There  is  a  place  in  Perthshire,  Scotland,  named  Blelock, 
which  in  1652  was  known  as  Bleloch.  The  name  Blelack,  which  in  165>7  was  also 
called  Bleloch,  is  a  farm  name  in  the  Parish  of  Logiecoldstone,  Aberdeenshire, 
Scotland. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  letter  "K"  does  not  exist  in  the  Gaelic 
alphabet,  but  through  the  years  it  has  crept  into  the  Lowland  spelling  of  a 
«v,  number  of  Scottish  names.

Another  point  mentioned  by  Black,  which  is  of  particular  interest  in 
'y  connection  with  the  study  of  the  genealogical  history  of  our  branch  of  the 
^  Blaylock  Family,  is  his  statement;  "A  number  of  Scots  migrated  to  England 
in  the  fifteenth  century  and  obtained  letters  of  denization  there."  The 
settlement  of  these  Scots  in  England,  whose  descendants  later  migrated  to 
America  helps  to  explain  a  family  tradition  that  our  ancestors  came  to  this 
Country  from  England  although  they  were  of  Scottish  descent. 
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The  genealogical  history  of  our  branch  of  the  Blaylock  Family,  so  far 
as  the  author  has  been  able  to  check  the  record  to  this  date,  March  1953* 
began  with  the  birth  of; 

(1)  Martin  Blaylock,  bora  October  18,  1793® 

(1)  According  to  records  known  to  the  author,  Martin  Blaylock  was  bom 
October  18,  1793,  possibly  in  the  State  of  Virginia 0  The  date  of  his  birth 
is  recorded  in  the  archives  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution, 
Washington,  District  of  Columbiae  An  account  of  how  that  name  and  date;  to¬ 
gether  with  that  of  his  wife;  his  eight  children;  and  some  of  their  children, 
came  to  be  recorded  there  should  be  of  interest  to  all  of  his  descendants 0 

In  March  1932,  Alice  Mastem,  Komer  (Mrs*  J0  Gilmer  Komer),  a  member 
of  the  Joseph  Winston  Chapter,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  Winston 
Salem,  North  Carolina,  copied  a  record  of  the  Blaylock  Family  contained  in 
a  Family  Bible  then  in  possession  of  Mrs*  W,  C,  Crews,  nee  (82)  Florence 
Blaylock,  of  Oak  Ridge,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina*  The  Bible  in 
question  was  published  by  the  American  Bible  Society,  New  York,  in  l8i;7  and 
the  record  pertained  to  Martin  Blaylock;  to  his  wife,  Rachel;  and  to  their 
eight  children;  as  well  as  to  some  of  the  descendants  of  (6)  Robert  Allen 
Blaylock,  one  of  Martin's  sons* 

A  copy  of  the  record  made  by  Mrs*  Komer  was  forwarded  to  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  in  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia,  The  Genealogical  Library  of  that  organization  catalogued  the 
record  under  the  heading  :  "Blaylock  Family, 11  The  catalogue  card  also 
carried  the  following  information;  "Blaylock  Bible  Record  (in  North  Caro¬ 
lina  Bible  Records,  1932,  page  6,  typewritten)," 

Since  the  Bible  in  possession  of  Mrs,  V/,  C,  Crews  was  published  in  ±Qh7 , 
it  should  be  remembered  that  many  of  the  dates  contained  in  that  Blaylock 
record  were  inscribed,  in  many  instances,  years  after  the  births  occurred. 

The  dates  do,  however,  furnish  the  most  authentic  information  now  available 
concerning  our  Blaylock  ancestors. 

Recently  the  author  secured  from  (U5)  H,  Clifford  Blaylock,  Post  Office 
Box  3^5,  Cary,  North  Carolina,  a  record  which  Clifford  had  copied  in  the 
summer  of  1952  from  a  Bible  once  owned  by  (5)  Sarah  Jane  Blaylock,  The  Bible 
in  question  is  now  the  property  of  Mrs,  Josh,  White,  Route  1,  Mocksville, 
North  Carolina,  Among  the  names  inscribed  in  that  Bible  were  those  of  Martin 
Blaylock;  his  wife,  Rachel;  and  his  eight  children.  Those  names,  with  the 
addition  of  initials  in  one  or  two  instances,  agree  with  those  recorded  in 
the  archives  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  the  dates  of 
birth  were  in  agreement.  This  Bible  contained  also  a  record  of  the  death 
of  Martin  Blaylock  and  that  of  his  wife. 

The  previously  mentioned  records  indicate  that  Martin  Blaylock  was  the 
father  of  eight  children.  Their  names  and  dates  of  birth,  as  recorded  in 
the  files  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  were;

(3)  John  M,  Blaylock,  born  October  10,  l8l9o 
lh)  James  H,  Blaylock,  born  November  19,  1823°

(7)  Elvira  Blaylock*  born  December  22,  1830. 

(8)  Joel  W.  Blaylock,  born  November  13,  1833® 

(9)  Thomas  Blaylock,  bom  September  15,  1836. 

There  is  little  information  known  concerning  Martin  Blaylock,  and  that 
has  been  handed  down  principally  by  word  of  mouth  from  generation  to  genera¬ 
tion.  The  author's  information  was  obtained  from  his  father,  (28)  William 
Henry  Blaylock,  and  from  a  distant  cousin,  (18)  Robert  Anderson  Blaylock,  a 
descendant  of  (2)  William  Anderson  Blaylock. 

Family  tradition  has  it  that  Martin  Blaylock  was  bom  in  the  State  of 
Virginia,  perhaps  in  Halifax  County,  and  was  of  Scottish  descent;  although 
his  ancestors  are  said  to  have  come  to  America  from  England.  Prior  to  1833; 
he  and  his  family  are  said  to  have  moved  from  what  is  now  Appomattox  County, 
Virginia,  to  North  Carolina;  settling  at  Cool  Springs,  near  Harmony,  on  the 
border  line  between  Iredell  and  Davie  Counties. 

On  November  8,  1830,  Henry  C.  Hampton  deeded  276  acres  of  land  in  Iredell 
County,  North  Carolina,  to  Martin  Blaylock  of  Halifax  County,  Virginia.  This 
deed  was  recorded  on  page  272,  Book  P  of  Records,  in  the  Office  of  the 
Register  of  Deeds  of  Iredell  County,  in  Statesville,  North  Carolina,  under 
date  of  June  30,  I83I0  The  land  was  described  as  joining  Hunting  Creek  and 
was  located  near  the  Iredell  -  Davie  County  Line,  and  near  the  Rock  Springs 
Baptist  Church.  This  bears  out  the  family  tradition  regarding  the  original 
settlement  in  North  Carolina. 

Within  a  comparatively  few  years  Martin  Blaylock,  with  several  members 
of  his  family,  moved  to  the  vicinity  of  Oak  Ridge,  Guilford  County,  North 
j  Carolina.  Although  the  year  in  which  this  move  took  place  is  unknown,  the 
I  indications  are  that  it  was  prior  to  November  1839.  Records  copied  from  an 
Oak  Ridge  Cemetery,  now  on  file  in  the  library  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  show  the  interment 
there  of  an  R.  Thomas  Blaylock,  born  September  1.9,  1836,  and  died  November 
19,  1839.  The  author,  while  visiting  in  North  Carolina  during  the  month  of 
,  J  November  1852,  went  to  the  cemetery  in  Oak  Ridge  for  the  purpose  of  verifying 
the  record  just  mentioned.  The  name  on  the  tombstone  was  found  to  be  Thomas  J. 
instead  of  R.  Thomas  Blaylock.  The  first  mentioned  name  agrees  with  that 
recorded  in  the  Bible  once  owned  by  (5)  Sarah  Jane  Blaylock.  The  dates  of 
birth  and  death  were  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  those  listed  above.  The 
'  agreement  between  the  name  and  date  of  birth  of  this  person  and  that  of  the 
eighth  child  of  Martin  Blaylock  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  they  pertain  to 
the  same  child,  and  that  Martin  was  living  in  the  vicinity  of  Oak  Ridge 
prior  to  the  burial  of  this  member  of  the  Blaylock  family. 

The  cemetery  record  just  mentioned  shows  the  date  of  birth  and  death 
of  (6)  Robert  A.  Blaylock;  his  wife,  Sarah;  one  of  Robert's  sons,  (35)  Marion 
F.  Blaylock;  of  Mary  Blaylock,  the  first  wife  of  (I4)  James  H.  Blaylock;  and 
a  Claris  Blaylock,  who  is  believed  to  have  been  the  daughter  of  Mary  and 
James  H.,  or  of  (3)  John  M.  Blaylock. 

Tradition  further  states  that  Martin  Blaylock  drove  a  wagon  and,  for  a 
time,  hauled  whiskey  from  a  distillery  in  Virginia  to  Fayetteville,  North 
Carolina. 
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'  Martin  Blaylock  spent  the  last  few  years  of  his  life  with  his  son,  (1|) 
James  Henry  Blaylock.  He  died  about  1871,  in  July  of  that  year  according 
to  one  Bible  record,  and  was  interred  at  the  Old  Tabernacle  Church,  about  five 
miles  from  Shepherd  Mountain,  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina.  The  approxi¬ 
mate  date  of  his  death  was  set  by  (28)  William  Henry  Blaylock,  a  son  of  James 
Henry  Blaylock,  in  the  following  manner;  In  the  Fall  of  the  year  following 
the  death  of  (29)  Flora  Belle  Blaylock,  who  died  May  21,  1870,  James  Henry 
Blaylock  and  his  family  moved  from  the  Quince  Richardson  Place  in  Randolph 
County,  to  the  George  Kindiey  Place,  about  one  mile  distant.  In  the  follow¬ 
ing  year  he  moved  to  the  Old  Pierce  Mill,  near  Shepherd  Mountain.  William 
Henry  Blaylock  remembered  that  Martin  Blaylock  passed  away  while  the  family 
was  still  living  at  the  George  Kindiey  Place. 

Little  is  known  concerning  Rachel  Blaylock,  the  wife  of  Martin.  She 
was  probably  bom  in  the  State  of  Virginia.  Two  Bible  records  give  the  date 
of  her  birth  as  March  20,  1796.  One  of  them  lists  her  death  as  occurring  on 
April  8,  1870.  Although  her  maiden  name  is  unknown,  the  author  is  inclined 
to  believe  that  it  was  "Anderson. "  That  name  was  bestowed  upon  her  first 
son,  (2)  William  Anderson  Blaylock,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  conclude  that 
she  used  her  maiden  name  for  that  designation. 

However,  (1|5)  H.  Clifford  Blaylock  is  one  of  the  opinion  that  Rachel's 
maiden  name  was  "Thomas."  He  located  a  tombstone  marked:  "Rachel  Y  Blaylock 
Bom  March  20  1.796  Died  April  9  1870",  near  the  New  Union  Church  in  Iredell 
County,  North  Carolina,  in  a  plot  of  ground  known  throughout  the  community 
as  the  "Thomas"  family  cemetery.  Except  for  a  difference  of  one  day,  April 
9th  instead  of  April  8th,  in  the  date  of  death,  he  is  reasonably  sure  that 
this  tombstone  marks  the  grave  of  Martin  Blaylock's  wife  and  that  her  maiden 
name  was  "Thomas". 

(2)  William  Blaylock,  the  first  child  of  Martin  Blaylock,  was  bom 
August  29 g  1817,  in  all  probability  in  the  State  of  Virginia.  One  of  his 
descendants,  (18)  Robert  Anderson  Blaylock,  told  the  author  that  the  full 
name  of  this  member  of  the  family  was  William  Anderson  Blaylock.  The  middle 
name  "Anderson"  may  have  been  the  maiden  name  of  his  mother.  Robert  Anderson 
Blaylock  also  stated  that  his  father  had  had  two  wives,  and  children  by  each. 

During  the  year  1952,  (U5)  H.  Clifford  Blaylock  devoted  considerable 
time  and  effort,  towards  research  connected  with  the  descendants  of  William 
Anderson  Blaylock.  With  his  permission  the  data  he  collected  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  in  this  account  of  the  Blaylock  Family. 

The  first  wife  of  William  Anderson  Blaylock  was  named  Nancy  Ward.  She 
was  bom  January  l5a  18.13,  hut.  the  place  of  her  birth  is  not  known.  She 
died  December  7,  1879,  and  was  buried  in  Iredell  County,  North  Carolina. 

Seven  Children  were  bom  as  a  result  of  this  marriage;  the  names  and  dates 
of  birth  of  these  were  as  follows:

(11)  Rachel  Carolyn  Blaylock,  born  October  27,  l8i|2« 

(12)  Frank  Blaylock,  date  of  birth  unknown.

(111)  Martha  Elvira  Blaylock,  bom  October  22,  18!|9» 

(15 )  Winfield  Crittenden  Blaylock,  born  February  15,  1852. 

(16)  Eliare  (?)  Blaylock,  born  July  5,  1855 ■> 
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Following  the  death  of  his  first  wife*  William  Anderson  Blaylock 
married  Mary  Ophelia  Cook*  but  the  date  of  the  marriage  is  not  known.  This 
wife  was  bom  April  2h*  181;2*  and  died  April  1*  1919 o  The  place  of  her 
birth  is  not  known,  but  she  was  buried  in  Iredell  County*  North  Carolina. 
Three  children  were  bom  to  this  couple ;  one  son*  who  was  not  named,  dying 
at  birth.  The  other  two  were  named: 

(17)  Henry  Harrison  Blaylock,  bom  November  27,  1881. 

(18)  Robert  Anderson  Blaylock*  born  March  17*  1881;. 

William  Anderson  Blaylock  died  March  22,  1900*  and  buried  in  Iredell 
County*  North  Carolina. 

(3)  Some  question  exists  regarding  the  exact  year  in  which  John  M. 
Blaylock  was  born.  The  two  Bible  records  previously  mentioned  give  the  date 
of  his  birth  as  October  10*  1819.  The  tombstone  over  his  grave*  however,  in 
the  cemetery  of  the  Friendship  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South  at  Friend¬ 
ship*  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina*  bears  the  date  of  October  10*  I8l8„ 
The  same  stone  shows  the  date  of  his  death  to  have  been  February  17,  1898. 
The  presence  of  Masonic  emblems  on  the  tombstone  suggest  that  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Masonic  Order.  Other  inscriptions  on  the  stone  indicate  that 
John  M.  Blaylock  helped  to  found  the  Friendship  Methodist  Church*  near  its 
present  location*  in  18^8;  that  he  served  it  as  a  Steward  for  several 
years;  and  that  he  was  a  member  of  that  church  for  1;0  years. 

John  Mo  Blaylock  was  probably  bom  in  the  State  of  Virginia.  Nothing 
is  known  concerning  his  early  life.  However*  he  lived  in  the  vicinity  of 
Friendship*  North  Carolina*  for  many  years.  The  author  recalls  seeing, 
while  he  was  still  a  child*  the  log  cabin  in  which  John  had  lived,  and 
frequently  heard  him  referred  to  as  ’’Uncle  John”. 

The  first  wife  of  John  M.  Blaylock  was  named  Rebecca  Brittain*  Their 
marriage  occurred  May  18*  1.839*  according  to  a  record  found  in  the  library 
of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution*  Washington*  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia.  Rebecca  was  a  sister  of  Mary  Brittain*  who  married  (U)  James  Henry 
Blaylock.  Tradition  states  that  three  children  were  bom  to  John  M.  and 
Rebecca  Blaylock.  The  author  has  been  able  to  verify  part  of  this  tradition 
and  has  ascetained  the  names  of  two  of  their  children.  They  were  named: 

(19^  James  N.  Blaylock*  born  _ _  _ 

(20)  Mary  Jane  Blaylock*  bom  in  February  18113 o 

The  tombstone  over  the  grave  of  Rebecca  Brittain  Blaylock  bears  the 
dates:  October  19,  1.8l6*  and  August  23,  1882.  Her  grave  is  beside  that  of 
her  husband  in  the  Friendship  cemetery. 

Following -the  death  of  his  first  wife*  John  M.  Blaylock  married  Annie 
Hunt*  but  the  date  of  their  marriage  is  not  known.  No  children  were  bom  to 
this  couple.  The  body  of  Annie  Hunt  Blaylock  was  interred  at  the  foot  of 
her  husband’s  grave  in  the  Friendship  cemetery.  Her  toiiibstone  bears  the 
dates:  May  29*  1821;,  and  October  31,  1903° 

(U)  James  H.  Blaylock,  whose  full  name  was  James  Henry  Blaylock*  was 
born  November  19*  1823*  probably  in  what  is  now  known  as  Appomattox  County* 
Virginia.  He  was  a  miller  by  trade.  During  most  of  his  life  he  operated 
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grist  mills,  run  by  waterpower,  in  Guilford,  Randolph  and  Davidson  Counties, 
in  North  Carolina,, 

The  exact  year  in  which  James  Henry  Blaylock  was  brought  to  North  Caro¬ 
lina  by  his  father  is  uncertain,  but  it  is  believed  to  have  been  prior  to 
1833.  Nor  can  a  definite  date  be  set  regarding  the  move  to  Oak  Ridge,  North 
Carolina,  except  that  it  occurred  prior  to  November  1839,  for  reasons  pre¬ 
viously  mentioned.  James  Henry  Blaylock  married  his  first  wife,  Iiary  Brittain 
(born  June  9*  1823),  on  November  21,  l8i|0,.and  the  indications  are  that  he 
was  living  near  Oak  Ridge  at  that  time.  Mary  Brittain  Blaylock,  who  died 
March  9,  1885,  was  buried  in  the  Oak  Ridge  Methodist  Episcopal  Cemetery,  in 
Guilford  County,  North  Carolina.  Her  burial  is  recorded  in  a  Family  Bible 
now  in  the  author* s  possession;  in  the  archives  of  the  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution;  and  in  the  records  of  the  Public  Library  in  Greensboro, 
North  Carolina,  in  a  book  entitled:  "North  Carolina  Tombstone  Records." 

The  author  has  seen  all  of  the  records  mentioned.  The  one  in  the  Greensboro 
Public  Library  contains  numerous  errors,  many  names  being  misspelled.  This 
was  found  to  be  especially  true  of  our  Family  name,  the  "y"  being  dropped  in 
typing  the  record  although  that  letter  nay  be  clearly  seen  on  several  tomb¬ 
stones  in  the  Friendship  and  Oak  Ridge,  North  Carolina,  cemeteries,  from 
which  that  record  was  taken. 

Family  tradition  states  that  Mary  Brittain  Blaylock  died  at  the  birth 
of  her  first  child,  and  that  the  child  died  at  the  same  time.  The  author 
is  inclined  to  believe,  after  seeing  the  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery  Record  on  file 
in  the  archives  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia,  and  after  a  visit  to  that  cemetery  on  November  12, 

1952,  that  the  child  was  born  about  six  months  before  her  death  and  lived 
approximately  one  and  one-half  years.  The  record  just  mentioned  shows  the 
birth  of  a  Claris  Blaylock  on  September  12,  l8L|li,  who  died  February  18,  1886. 
The  record  is  incomplete,  or  in  error,  since  an  examination  of  the  tomb¬ 
stone  over  the  grave  of  this  child  showed  the  given  name  to  have  been 
Clarissa  instead  of  Claris.  The  graves  of  Clarissa  and  Mary  Brittain  Blay¬ 
lock  are  side  by  side  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Oak  Ridge  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  South.  Clarissa,  in  all  probability,  was  the  daughter  of  James  Henry 
and  Mary  Brittain  Blaylock. 

The  second  wife  of  James  Henry  Blaylock  was  named  Winzy-Ann  Walker.  She 
was  born  August  27,  1827,  and  died  July  23,  1863.  She  was  buried  at  Hopewell 
Churchyard,  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina,  The  date  of  the  marriage  was 
December  l8,  1887®  Sometime  between  the  death  of  his  first  wife  in  1885  and 
the  death  of  his  second  in  July  I863,  James  Henry  Blaylock  and  his  family 
moved  to  Randolph  County. 

Seven  children  were  born  as  a  result  of  the  marriage  of  James  Henry  Blay¬ 
lock  and  Winzy-Ann  Walker.  Their  names  and  dates  of  birth  were  as  follows:

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The  third  marriage  of  James  Henry  Bla/lock  occurred  June  15,  1865,  when 
he  married  Jermima  Hester  Davis,  bom  November  20,  181+2.  This  wife  died  on 
Easter  Sunday,  April  10,  1887,  and  was  buried  at  Lexington,  North  Carolina, 
inhere  the  family  was  then  living.  Before  her  death  she  became  the  mother  of 
nine  children,  two  of  whom  are  said  to  have  died  at  birth.  The  names  of 
the  other  seven  were:

Little  is  known  concerning  the  fourth  wife  of  James  Henry  Blaylock,  to 
whom  he  was  married  on  April  27,  1888,  except  hex  name  and  the  date  of  her 
birth.  Her  name  as  Elmina  Melinda  Younts.  The  date  of  her  birth  was  Nov¬ 
ember  16,  l8U0o  There  is  no  record  of  any  children  by  tnis  marriage.  The 
date  of  her  death  is  unknown. 

Vital  statistics  concerning  James  Henry  Blaylock;  his  four  wives;  and  his 
family,  are  well  documented  by  a  Family  Bible  now  in  possession  of  the 
author.  For  many  years  this  Bible  was  owned  by  (27)  Eliza  Ann  Blaylock  ardner, 
a  daughter  of  James  Henry  Blaylock,  but  prior  to  her  death  she  gave  it  to  its 
present  owner.  Records  pertaining  to  the  Blaylock  and  Gardner  Families  are 
contained  in  this  Bible,  which  was  published  by  the  American  Dibit  Society, 

New  York,  in  1857. 

Family  tradition  states  that  James  Henry  Blaylock  and  his  brother(6) 

Robert  Allen  Blaylock,  together  with  the  Benbows,  the  Brittains,  the  Gardners, 
the  Starbucks,  the  Bowmans,  the  Cases,  the  Donnells,  and  the  Holts,  organized 
■and  built  by  private  contributions  of  money  and  labor  the  school  which  is  now 
known  as  the  Oak  Ridge  Military  Institute,  Oak  Ridge,  North  Carolina.  The 
second  floor  of  the  original  building  was  said  to  have  been  used  as  a  Masonic 
Lodge  room0 

On  November  12,  1952,  the  author  of  this  genealogy  visited  the  Oak  Ridge 
Military  Institute  and  conversed  with  some  of  its  officials.  During  the 
various  conversations,  mention  was  made  of  the  tradition  that  some  members  of 
the  Blaylock  Family  had  contributed  to  a  fund  for  founding  the  school.  A 
booklet  entitled:  "Early  Years  of  a  Century  of  Service ',  published  by  the 
Institute  on  May  25  and  26,  1952,  was  then  produced.  Mention  was  made  in 
this  booklet  of  the  U3  original  contributors  who  had  pledged  $629.00  for 
starting  the  school,,  Also  illustrated  therein  was  a  photographic  copy  of  a 
bound  record,  dated  April  7,  1850,  showing  the  signatures  of  the  original 
contributors  and  the  amount  each  had  agreed  to  donate.  Among  the  signatures 
in  that  record  were  those  of  James  Henry  Blaylock  and  (6)  R.  A.  Blaylock, 
who  had  each  agreed  to  donate  $10.00. 

The  above  mentioned  record  indicates  that  James  Henry  Blaylock  was  living 
in  the  vicinity  of  Oak  Ridge  in  1850. 

James  Henry  Blaylock  died  October  5,  1893,  and  was  interred  in  the 
Hopewell  Churchyard,  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina. 
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(5)  Sarah  J.  Blaylock,  whose  middle  name  was  Jane,  was  born  July  13, 
1826,  probably  in  the  State  of  Virginia.  She  died  September  1+,  1915,  and 
was  buried  in  Iredell  County*  North  Carolina. 

Although  several  of  the  Blaylock  Family  moved  to  Guilford  County,  North 
Carolina,  Sarah  Jane  is  said  to  have  remained  at  the  old  residence  near 
Cool  Springs  and  to  have  married  Addison  M.  Richardson.  Since  Sarah  would 
have  been  only  13  years  of  age  when  her  father,  (1)  Martin  Blaylock,  lived 
at  Oak  Ridge,  North  Carolina,  part  of  this  tradition  appears  to  be  untrue. 

It  is  more  reasonable  to  conclude  that  she  met  x\ddi::;on  Richardson  prior  to 
her  family's  move  to  Guilford  County,  and  that  he  later  married  her. 

Sarah  Jane  Blaylock  married  Addison  M.  Richardson,  born  February  8, 

1825*  and  died  April  20,  1907,  on  November  10,  181+2.  Their  Family  Bible, 
which  is  now  is  possession  of  Mrs.  Josh  White,  Route  1,  Mocksville,  North 
Carolina,  contains  considerable  data  concerning  the  Blaylock  and  Richardson 
Families.  Nine  Children  were  bora  to  this  couple.  Their  names  were  as 
follows :

Approximately  38  years  ago  my  father,  (28)  William  Henry  Blaylock, 
visited  at  the  Richardson  home  in  Davie  County,  shortly  before  the  death  of 
Sarah  Jane  Blaylock  Richardson.  He  often  related  accounts  of  that  visit  and 
*  always  called  her  "Aunt  Jane". 

(6)  Robert  A.  Blaylock,  whose  middle  name  was  Allen,  was  born  June  9, 

1828,  according  to  the  record  filed  in  the  Genealogical  Library  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  Washington,  District  of  Columbia.  The 
place  of  his  birth  was  probably  in  the  State  of  Virginia.  According  to  the 
same  record,  he  married  Sarah  A.  ,  who  was  bom  February  16,  1829 

and  died  December  15,  1908.  Sarah's  maiden  name  was  "Bowman". 

Robert  Allen  Blaylock  became  the  father  of  two  children;  named:

The  lives  of  Robert  Allen  Blaylock  and  (i+)  James  Henry  Blaylock  were 
closely  intertwined  for  many  years,  while  they  lived  near  Oak  Ridge,  North 
Carolina. 

Three  different  records  attest  the  fact  that  Robert  Allen  Blaylock  died 
May  2l+,  1911.  He  was  buried  at  Oak  Ridge,  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  South. 

(7)  Little  information  exists  concerning  Elvira  Blaylock,  the  sixth 
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child  of  Martin  Blaylock.  According  to  two  different  Bible  records,  she  was 
bom  December  22,  1830.  Since  the  Blaylock  Family  moved  to  North  Carolina 
about  1830,  she  could  have  been  bora  in  either  Virginia  or  North  Carolina. 

One  of  the  Bible  records,  that  of  (3)  Sarah  Jane  Blaylock  Richardson,  indicates 
that  her  middle  initial  was  "F" 0 

(8)  Joel  Wo  Blaylock  was  bora  November  13,  1833,  probably  in  Iredell 
County,  North  Carolina,  He  is  said  to  have  left  home  at  an  early  age  and 
moved  westward,,  A  letter  in  possession  of  the  author,  dated  October  28,  19ljl*, 
from  Mason  Blaylock,  Idaho  Falls,  Idaho,  indicates  that  Joel  moved  first  to 
Illinois,  then  to  Iowa,  and  finally  to  California.  This  letter  stated  that 
Mason  Blaylock  had  a  record  of  Joel's  descendants  for  two  or  three  genera¬ 
tions.  Letters  to  Mason  Blaylock  have  gone  unanswered  since  1914*0 

(9)  Thomas  Blaylock  was  born  September  13,  I836,  according  to  two 
different  Bible  records.  The  Bible  of  (5)  Sarah  Jane  Blaylock  Richardson 
has  his  middle  initial  recorded  as  MJ".  According  to  the  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery 
record  filed  in  the  library  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  the 
initial  was  "R",  and  the  name  was  R.  Thomas  Blaylock.  However,  the  author 
recently  saw  the  tombstone  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Oak  Ridge  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  south  and  found  the  initial  to  be  "J",  thus  verifying  the 
record  contained  in  the  Bible  of  (3)  Sarah  Jane  Blaylock  Richardson. 

Thomas  J.  Blaylock  died  November  19,  1839,  according  to  the  date  inscribed 

on  his  tombstone.  His  grave  is  at  the  foot  of  those  of  Clarissa  Blaylock 

and  Mary  Brittain  Blaylock. 

(10)  Mary  Ann  Blaylock  was  born  in  Iredell  County,  North  Carolina,  on 
December  6,  1839°  The  record  shows  that  she  married  William  Greenburg 
Gaither  on  September  10,  1837c  Ten  children  were  born  to  this  couple, 
including  a  pair  of  twins.  The  ten  were  named?

(19)  Very  little  is  known  concerning  James  N.  Blaylock,  the  son  of  (3) 
John  M.  and  Rebecca  Blaylock.  According  to  tradition  he  moved  to  Missouri 
and  settled  there. 

In  the  cemetery  of  the  Friendship  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South, 
in  Friendship,  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  are  two  graves,  near  those 
of  John  M.  Blaylock  and  his  family,  with  the  following  inscriptions  on  the 
tombstones: 

"Martha  F  wife  of  J  N  Blaylock  died  December  29  1873  aged 

28  years". 

"Mary  Ann  wife  of  J  N  Blaylock  died  July  19  1877  aged 

32  years  3  Ms.  and  18  da.". 

We  may  surmise,  therefore,  that  James  N.  Blaylock  was  twice  married  while 
still  living  in  North  Carolina  and  that  following  the  death  of  his  second  wife 
he  moved  to  Missouri. 

(20)  Very  little  is  known  concerning  Mary  Jane  Blaylock,  xhose  grave  is 
beside  that  of  her  mother,  Rebecca  Brittain  Blaylock,  in  the  cemetery  of  the 
Friendship  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  at  Friendship,  Guilford  County,  North 
Carolina.  The  inscription  on  the  stone  which  marks  her  grave  reads  as  follows 

"Mary  Jane  daughter  of  J  M  and  R  Blaylock  died  January  3  1869 
aged  29  yrs  10  ms  and  16  d 

On  the  basis  of  this  inscription,  Mary  Jane  Blaylock  was  bom  in  February 

181*3. 

(31)  John  Alphonzo  Blaylock,  recorded  as  the  first  bom  of  (1*)  James 
Henry  and  Winzy-Ann  Walker  Blaylock,  was  bom  September  1.6,  181*8,  probably  at 
Oak  Ridge,  North  Carolina.  He  lived  only  18  years  and  died  July  22,  1866, 
while  still  a  young  man.  The  Bible  record  indicates  that  he  was  buried  at 
Hopewell,  in  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina. 

(22)  James  Adolphus  Blaylock  was  bom  August  2l*,  1850,  according  to  a 
Bible  record  now  in  possession  of  the  author.  He  was  bom  near  Oak  Ridge, 
Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  in  all  probability,  since  his  parents,  it 
is  now  known,  were  living  in  that  vicinity  about  that  time.  According  to  the 
same  Bible  record,  James  Adolphus  married  a  "Brown11 ,  but  her  given  name  was 
not  recorded,  nor  the  date  of  the  marriage.  It  is  presumed  that  the  i*edding 
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occurred  while  he  was  still  in  his  teens,  and  that  his  wife  died  within  a 
short  time0  According  to  Mrs.  James  Robert  Blaylock,  Route  1,  Beaman,  Missouri, 
wife  of  the  youngest  son  of  James  Adolphus,  the  latter  moved  to  Missouri  in 
1870  or  1871.  On  November  20,  1871,  near  Sedalia,  Missouri,  James  Adolphus 
Blaylock  married  his  second  wife,  Sarah  Elizabeth  Thomas.  Eight  children 
were  born  to  this  couple,  namely:

James  Adolphus  Blaylock  was  an  adept  worker  with  tools.  In  addition  to 
being  a  farmer,  he  worked  also  as  a  carpenter  and  as  a  blacksmith.  An  old 
trunk,  which  he  once  owned;  together  with  several  old  letters  from  a  brother 
and  a  sister,  and  from  his  parents,  all  in  North  Carolina,  written  between 
the  years  1872  and  i860  inclusive;  along  with  his  carpenter's  tools  are  now 
owned  by  his  youngest  son,  (56)  James  Robert  Blaylock. 

James  Adolphus  Blaylock  died  April  7,  1927.  His  second  wife,  Sarah 
Elizabeth  Thomas  Blaylock  died  July  11,  1931*  Both  were  interred  in  the 
cemetery  of  the  Olive  Branch  Baptist  Church  near  Sedalia,  Missouri. 

(23)  Martin  Anderson  Blaylock,  the  third  son  of  (i;)  James  Henry  Blaylock, 
was  bom  January  12,  1853,  probably  in  Randolph  County,  North  Carolina.  During 
the  latter  years  of  his  life  he  lived  on  the  outskirts  of  High  Point,  North 
Carolina.  While  still  a  child  the  author  recalls  visiting  at  the  horns  of 
Martin  Blaylock  several  times.  Martin  was  a  miller  by  profession,  operating 
a  small  grist  mill  near  his  home.  Martin  married  his  first  wife,  Laura  Ann 
Pierce  in  July  1870.  Six  children  were  born  to  this  couple,  five  of  idiom  are 
said  to  have  died  early  in  life.  The  sixth,  a  girl,  is  believed  to  have 
married  a  Mendenhall.  The  author  has  no  record  concerning  these  children. 

The  second  wife  of  Martin  Anderson  Blaylock  was  named  Jane  Woods.  There 
were  no  children  by  this  marriage,  the  date  of  which  in  unknown  to  the  author. 

(2U)  Shubal  Gamer  (Gardner)  Blaylock  was  bom  in  Randolph  County,  North 
Carolina,  August  30,  l855o  His  marriage  to  Sallie  Minnie  Hiatt,  who  was  bom 
November  20,  1868,  in  Guilford  County,  North  Carolina,  occurred  December  10, 
1891.  His  wife,  who  was  called  "Aunt  Minnie"  by  relatives,  died  in  Greensboro, 
North  Carolina,  November  22,  19  3k°  Shubal  survived  her  only  a  short  time, 
dying  January  11,  1935.  Both  were  buried  in  Green  Hill  Cemetery  in  Greensboro. 

According  to  a  Bible  record  in  possession  of  the  author,  Shubal  Blaylock's 
middle  name  was  Gardner.  His  children,  however,  contend  that  the  name  was 
not  correctly  spelled  and  that  it  was  really  Gamer.  That  this  contention 
may  be  true  is  borne  out  by  other  information,  which  will  be  mentioned.  Shubal 
had  a  full  brother,  named  (22)  Jamed  Adolphus  Blaylock,  who  while  comparatively 
young  moved  to  Missouri,  married  and  settled  there.  This  brother  named  one  of 
his  sons  (55)  "Shuble  Francis  Gamer  Blaylock". 
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The  author  has  no  infomation  regarding  how  the  name  "Garner"  came  to  be 
used  in  naming  members  of  the  Blaylock  family.  Since  two  sons  of  (k)  James 
Henry  Blaylock  either  bore  that  name  or  bestowed  it  upon  a  son,  it  must  be 
assumed  that  at  one  time  the  name  had  an  important  connection  with  bur  family. 

Shubal  and  Minnie  Hiatt  Blaylock  became  the  parents  of  seven  children 
who  wjre  named  as  follows:

"Uncle  Shube",  as  he  was  known  to  the  author,  lived  in  Greensboro,  North 
Carolina,  for  approximately  ij.0  years,  and  was  employed  as  a  draftsman  by  the 
Guilford  Lumber  Company  until  he  reached  the  retirement  age.  He  was  extremely 
fond  of  hunting.  The  author  recalls  many  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  Holidays 
spent  hunting  rabbits  with  his  father,  (28)  William  Henry  Blaylock ;  with 
"Uncle  Shube" ;with  "Cousin  Bud"  Beeson;  and  other  relatives.  One  or  two  guns 
were  carried  for  killing  the  game,  and  those  were  in  the  hands  of  the  best 
marksmen.  A  large  pack  of  hound  dogs  was  used  for  jumping  the  rabbits,  chasing 
them  through  the  thickets  and  woods,  and  across  the  fields.  The  boys  in  the 
group,  of  which  I  was  one,  followed  the  hounds  over  hill  and  dale  until  the 
rabbits  ran  to  where  they  could  be  shot.  At  the  end  of  the  day,  the  hunters 
turned  home,  tired  but  happy.  Then  came  the  tiresome  job  of  skinning  the  game. 

No  further  information  is  at  hand  concerning  Shubal  Garner  Blaylock.

He  and  his  family,  consisting  of  a  wife  and 
three  children  at  that  time,  moved  to  this  country  town  April  1,  1903.  Pie 
operated  that  mill  until  about  19lU,  when  his  health  forced  him  to  discontinue 
strenuous  work.  Then  for  several  years  he  sold  fruit  trees,  plants  and  shrubs, 
in  Davie  and  Iredell  Counties,  North  Carolina,  for  the  Bindley  Nurseries  of 
Greensboro.  While  engaged  in  this  occupation  he  visited  his  aunt,  (5)  Sarah 
Jane  Blaylock  Richardson,  and  other  relatives  in  Davie  and  Iredell  Counties. 

For  approximately  10  years  following  his  sales  experience,  he  operated 
a  small  gasoline  filling  station  on  his  l;0-acre  farm,  situated  on  the  main 
highway  between  Greensboro  and  Winston  Salem,  North  Carolina.  Following  this,, 
for  nearly  25  years  he  served  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  then  Guilford 
County  as  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures.  Thus  he  continued  activo  until 
he  was  approximately  80  years  of  age.  His  death  occurred  December  6,  1950, 
at  the  Wesley  Long  Hospital,  Greensboro,  North  Carolina,  about  two  months 
after  his  83rd  birthday.

Following  the  San  Francisco  earthquake  and  fire,  Eddie  Ross  Blaylock 
moved  to  Petaluma,  California,  where  he  engaged  in  the  business  of  raising 
chickens.  Later  he  moved  to  Daly  City,  a  suburb  of  San  Francisco,  and 
repaired  sewing  machines  for  a  manufacturing  plant.  His  evenings  were  spent 
operating  a  small  Mission  on  Skid  Row  in  San  Francisco. 

During  the  Christmas  Season  of  1936,  Eddie  visited  relatives  in  North 
Carolina,  his  first  visit  to  that  State  since  1895.  Upon  his  return  to 
California,  he  expressed  a  desire  to  again  visit  with  relatives  in  the  East, 
but  the  wish  was  never  fulfilled.  The  growth  of  cataracts  on  both  eyes 
inpaired  his  vision  and  on  April  U,  19U2,  while  crossing  a  street  in  San 
Francisco,  California,  he  was  struck  by  an  automobile,  dying  within  a  few 
hours  without  regaining  consciousness.
